Town. 


The islanders will wait here 
while nature decides the fate of the 
island where they and their fore­ 
bears have lived in almost com­ 
plete isolation for 150 years.

The Sy rian s hav e tu rn ed ag ain st domin ation 
by Eg y pt, whose presiden t G am al Abdel N as­ 
ser, seem s to hav e g ot his sig n als mix ed 
betw een Arabism an d Eg y ptian ism . 
Bu t Sy ria has don e n othin g to cu t its ties 
with the N asser credo that the Arab world 
ahou ld draw closer tog ether. It is n ot out- 
aide the realm of possibility that the Sy rians 


and Eg y ptian s still mig ht work out an ar­ 
ran g em en t for a Un ited Arab Republic in 
which both wou ld hav e fu ll sov ereig n ty . 
N asser’s error, apparen tly , was to pu t Arab 
u n ity ahead of Sy rian n ation alism . When 
Sy rian s fin ally becam e aw are that the u n ion 
of their cou n try with Eg y pt was the u n ity 
of a dog with its tail, their restlessn ess beg an . 
Bu t all they hav e don e is to assert sov er­

isn’t 
the 
sultan 
ty pe. People who had known the 
mighty Babe Ruth in his lusty 
prime, full of energy , mischief 
and edible and potable goodies, 
couldn’t imagine this y oung man 
as a potential successor. 
He wasn’t the Babe — their 
Babe. 


He was to the legend of the 
immortal Ruth what a Boy Scout 
would be to the legend of Genghis 
Khan. 
Maris is, according to all ac­ 
counts, a y oung family man who 
likes to liv e quietly . Bright lights 
hav e no particular attraction for 
him. 
He play s baseball for money 
and aims to hold tight to as much 
of his income as he can. He has 
no more flair for the dramatic 
than a pay roll clerk. 
Compared 
with 
the 
Ruthian 
saga, as embellished by time and 
the imaginations of idolators who 
wanted to believ e the great man 
was three tim es bigger than life 
size, 
the 
meager 
substance 
of 
the y oung ballplay er who threat­ 
ened to become the new Sultan 
of Swat seemed like an insult to 
the original script. 
Consequently , 
all 
of 
us 
who 
were pulling for Roger Maris to 
make it found ourselv es pulling 
against people who were pulling 
for 
the 
preserv ation 
of 
Babe 
Ruth’s unique distinction. 
When they insisted that the kid 
hid to hit 6 0 homeruns in the 
sam e number of games to equal 
the 
record, 
though 
this 
would 
mean that all other baseball rec­ 
ords would be subject to the sam e 
captious technicality , we infuriat­ 
ed them by pointing out what was 
obv ious to us but nev er to them. 
If Maris hit a season total of 
6 1 homeruns, instead of 6 0. we 
insisted, he would become 
the 
new Sultan of Swat, regardless 
of the length of the baseball sea­ 
son. They would hav e tried to 
take the bounce out of that, too, 
if they had thought the fellow 
really had a chance to reach 6 1. 
Well, he 
made it—and w e’re 
glad. 
We liked Babe Ruth, too though 
we re not soft enough in the bead 


to swallow all the g u ff they ’re 
say in g abou t him. He was ev ­ 
ery thin g they say he was on the 
b^ll field, an d why n ot let it g o 
at that, withou t say in g he was 
thin g s he n ev er w as off the ball- 
field? 
Bu t that doesn 't keep u s from 
likin g Rog er M aris — n ot person ­ 
ally bu t sy mbolically . He prov es 
thin g s keep g ettin g better all the 
time. This is som ethin g y ou either 
believ e or reject, bu t those of u s 
who believ e it are alw ay s eag er 
to hail 
a n ew 
champion . 
Ou r 
faith is in the fu tu re, n ot the past. 
On e Su ltan of Swat has been 
dethron ed, lon g reig n a n ew Su l­ 
tan of Swat. We thin k it shou ld 
be this way in all thin g s. We do 
n ot worship the dead past bu t 
the liv ely fu tu re. We do n ot bu y 
the 
n on sen se 
that 
ev ery thin g 
which happen ed when we were 
y ou n g er was therefore better than 
an y thin g which can happen n ow 
that we are older. 
We thin k the world hasn ’t seen 
an y thin g y et, in clu din g Helen of 
Troy , the Sev en W on ders of the 
An cien t World, 
Babe Ru th an d 
n ow Rog er M aris. 
What w e're 
lookin g forw ard to is some ball­ 
play er who will hit 62 homeru n s 
in a baseball season to dethron e 
Rog er M aris as the Su ltan of 
Swat. It cou ld happen n ex t y ear. 
We hope it does.

Petite and pert Helen McCully 
recently finished a most pleasur­ 
able 
task. 
She ate her 
way 
through hundreds of desserts, in 
preparation for writing a cook 
book, and didn’t gain a pound. 
Co-author with Eleanor Nod- 
erer of “Just Desserts.” (Obolen­ 
sky, $4.95), Helen McCully ex­ 
plains, “I feel one dessert a day 
is my right—and I’m never guil­ 
ty about enjoying it. 
“America has the biggest sweet 
tooth in the world. And what’s 
wrong with this appreciation of 
delectable desserts?” Miss Mc- 
nully asks. “What gets us into 
trouble is our terrific guilt about 
enjoying sweets. So many women 
go round and round in a vicious 
circle of guilty feelings, crash 
diets and food binges. 
“If you gain a few pounds, 
walk an extra mile, climb an 
extra hill, play an extra game 
of golf or tennis. Exercise is a 
weight-watcher’s best friend. 
“Unless you’re on a doctor's 
diet, don’t cut out your favorite 
foods. Learn the art of relishing 
small portions and give up sec­ 
ond helpings.” This is how Helen 
McCully keeps her own figure 
attractively trim. 
Another trick this dessert ex­ 
pert has discovered: “If you serve 
Chocolate Fudge Pie—and th e 
recipe for it in our cook book is 
very rich, very good—precede 
it with foods only reasonably 
rich in calories. Plan backwards! 
It’s fun, and really a practical 
way of working out a well-bal­ 
anced menu.” 
Now a food consultant, Helen 
McCully made a superlative con­ 
tribution during the 13 years she 
edited the food pages of a well- 
known woman’s magazine. How, 
as then, her recipes have true 
distinction, invaluable clarity— 
and asides. 
She says she started adding 
the asides the day she watched 
a magazine beauty editor try 
to bake a cake in between tele­ 
phone 
calls, 
brewing 
c o ffee, 
lighting cigarettes and making 
up her eyes. That was when she 
decided to add precautions to;
